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Raising War Money 


The Government of Great Britain is 
issuing its first war loan, for $1,355,000,- 
000. The bonds are to be sold at par, and 
will bear interest at 3 per cent, which 
critics say is setting too high a rate for 
war money. The buyers, needless to say, 
will not be excused from having to pay in- 
come tax on the interest money they col- 
lect. This will make a very substantial 
cut in the net return they will get for their 
money, a heavy cut in the case of buyers 
having a large total income. 

Since Col. Ralston plans to introduce a 
similar system here, Canadians will note 
with interest that Britain’s war costs have 
thus far been financed by the sale of sav- 
ings certificates, in addition to tax money. 
By the sale of these “baby bonds” up- 
wards of $500,000,000 have been secured, 
mainly from the savings of persons of 
small and medium incomes. The “small 
man” is making his dollars fight, as will 
the “big shot’ who buys the new bonds; 
and will get his share of the wages to be 
paid for the use of war money. 

There is every reason to believe the al- 
ways available savings certificates will 
prove as popular in Canada as they have 
in Britain. 


The Alberta Entries 


Nominations on Monday resulted in 
62 candidates being named to contest the 
seventeen Alberta seats in the House of 
Commons. The 57 members of the new 
provincial Legislature are to be chosen 
from a field of 165 candidates. 

There are Liberal and New Democracy 
candidates in each of the 17 federal con- 
stituencies, 15 C.C.F. nominees, 10 Na- 
tional Government candidates, and three 
others. Four organized groups are thus in 
the field, each with enough candidates to 
constitute a majority of Alberta’s repre- 
sentatives in the House of Commons, 

The provincial line-up shows 57 Inde- 
pendent (coalition) candidates, 56 Social 
Crediters,,36 C.C.F. nominees, and 15 
others,’ There are three organized groups, 
erait having enough candidates in the run- 
ning to give it a majority in the Legisla- 
ture and enable it to organize a Govern- 
ment. The 15 other candidates if elected 
would be in opposition, whichever of the 
three groups might be in power. 

It is very evident that Alberta might 
emerge from the two elections with a rep- 
resentation at Ottawa that would be nega- 
tive in inflence and voting power, whatever 
Government held office; and with a Leg- 
islature so grouped that stable govern- 
ment would be hopeless. From these twin 
evils it is to be hoped the province may 
escape. Better “landslices” in both elec- 
tions than that Alberta should have no ef- 
fective say in the direction of the national 
war policy and be encumbered with a 
deadlocked provincial Legislature. 


They Might Like to Know 


An employee of Premier Hepburn’s 
Government, under orders from him, 
held an investigation into the affair at the 
Air Training school near St. Thomas. 
There were 100 seats provided for specta- 
tors, all empty, which seems to indicate 


the amount of local interest that is taken 
in the matter. 
Hearsay evidence was all that could 


be obtained. This went to show that on 
Saturday, February 10th, a body of cadets, 
variously estimated from 60 to 300, left 
the school at noon and marched into the 
city, They were expecting to be granted 
leave over the week-end, and on the 
strength of this many of them hought 
tickets to their homes. They left at 
noon, after the work for the day had been 
done, though the leave had 
poned to begin at 5 o'clock. 

No serious effort was made to round 
up the A.W.O.L. men, and they returned 
on Monday. There was, so far as ascer- 
tained, no violence or “disturbance,” as 
alleged by the Premier in his recital of 
rumors. The reason for the “march out” 
apparently was that training equipment 
had not arrived, and the men were “fed 
up waiting for instructional courses to 
begin. 

Whether or not this outcome is satis- 
factory to Premier Hepburn, it shows 
quite plainly that he raised a “tempest in 
a teapot,” knowingly or otherwise. He 
might even be moved, by way of compen- 
sating the people of Ontario for the mis- 
conception he helped to spread among

Some Home Study in Order 


In Edmonton nineteen candidates 
were placed in nomination for the five city 
seats in the provincial Legislature. Eight 
were nominated for the two Edmonton 
Seats in the House of Commons. 

The members of the Legislature are 
elected from the city “at large”. That is 
to say, voters in all parts of the city make 
their selections from the whole list of 19 
candidates. 


The members of the House of Com- 
mons are to be elected one each from East 
Edmonton and West Edmonton. In each 
constituency four candidates were nomin- 
ated, and the voter will make his selection 
from the four named for the half of the 
city in which he resides. 

In electing members of the Legislature 
the numerical method of marking ballots 
is used. The voter puts down the num- 
bers 1, 2, 3, etc., after the names of the 
candidates, in the order in which he de- 
sires to secure their election. It is ex- 
plained that he may as well vote for the 
whole 19 candidates and will give no ad- 
vantage to those he really wants to elect 
by voting for them only. 

In the federal election the voter must 
mark X after the name of the candidate 
he wants to elect, making no other marks 
on the ballot paper. 

With 27 candidates running in two con- 
current elections, five to be elected to the 
Legislature by voters in all parts of the 
city and two others to be elected to the 
House of Commons by voters in the east- 
ern and western sections of the city re- 
Spectively, and with entirely different 
methods of ballot-marking to be employed, 
there are almost numberless mistakes a 
voter can make, any one of which would 
destroy his ballot. 

t will therefore be the part of wisdom 
for the elector to get clearly in mind which 
of the two legislative bodies each candi- 
date is running for, which of the can- 
didates he is entitled to vote for, and how 
to mark his ballots. Confusion on these 
points or others may result in a spoiled 
ballot and an uncounted vote.

Rattling the Skeleton 

Once again our old friend the “adequate 
tariff’ has been trotted out and given an airing.

Ninety years ago today (on March 13, 1850) 
a boy was born at Kingston to Mr. and Mrs. John 
A. Macdonald, the father being then a struggling 
barrister and a novice in politics. The boy was 
named Hugh, after John A’s father, and from 
his earliest days had a marked resemblance in 
feature to his later most distinguished father. In- 
deed, in later years, attempt was made to 
capitalize that resemblance for party advantage; 
but failed because the Hugh John, when 40, had 
a dislike for politics and only yielded to being 
“boosted” as the son of his father to aid the party. 

Hugh John had a mixed time of it in his 
youth. As his father grew in political stature 
as a temptation to take things a bit easy, 
! very moderate allowance from John 
A. When the Fenians came in 1866, young Hugh, 
then only 16, shouldered his rifle with the King- 
ston volunteers, and four years later insisted 
upon being given a commission in the Wolseley 
expedition to the Red river, which was given 


an 


hirn by George E. Cartier “on merit,” and “not 
for political reasons.” 
When the Ontario Rifles came back east 


Hugh John returned and studied at Toronto uni- 
versity, graduating there and being admitted to 
the bar of Upper Canada in 1879. In 1882 he 
Tpoved to Winnipeg and opened a law office in 
partnership with J. Stewart Tupper, son of Sir 
Charles. From that time Hugh John was a 
westerner. He was one of the first of the 90th 
Regiment and was wounded at Fish creek in the 
campaign of 1885. It was not until Sir John 
neared his death that the Tory leaders sought to 
capitalize upon the resemblance of son to father. 
Hugh John was elected to the House of Com- 
mons for Winnipeg in 1890 and was “groomed” 
by party organizers after his father’s death; but 
he had little political ambition, and plainly dis- 
liked the role. He accepted the portfolio of in- 
terior in the make-shift Tupper cabinet of 1896, 
was not sorry when that job was ended, was 
forced into the premiership of Manitoba for a 
few months in 1900, retiring therefrom to be- 
come police magistrate of Winnipeg, which office 
he occupied until his death on March 29, 1929. 
He was knighted June, 1913. Perhaps the best 
epitaph he had was that given by one who had 
known him from boyhood to old age: “He was a 
real man. He hated politics; but he loved his 
fellows and sought to serve them for their good. 
He was a fine Canadian, worthy of his father 
and mother, and deserved better luck than the 
party men gave him,”
